delivery" of the planes to their 
Pearl Harbor base, Is the navy's 
third attempt to span the Pacific 
by air. 
Only one of the previous 


flights was made without mishap. 


The planes, known as PSY-1 pa- 


trol bombers, are the forerunners 
of an aerial fleet of 216 planes 
which will be stationed at strate- 
gic points on the Pacific — from 
Hawaii on the west to Panama 
on the south and Puget Sound on 
the north. 


Each plane will carry a crew of 


six, enough fuel to last 3,000 miles, 
and radio equipment to permit reg- 
ular contact with San Diego, Pearl 
Harbor and six ships which will 
patrol the sea along the route. 


The flight will take from 16 to 


24 hours, naval officials estimated, 
depending on the weather condi- 
tions. 


The squadron is commanded by 


Lt.-Comdr. W. M. McDade of Pearl 
Harbor's patrol squadron six, to 
which the planes will be attached, 
and includes 78 officers and men. 
They are under the executive com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Ernest J. 
King, commander of the aircraft 
base force.

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 28 — 


(UP) — Twenty-eight years ago a 
condemned killer boasted as the 
doors of the state prison closed 
behind him: 


"I'M- beat it." 
Today, still under sentence of 


death, 77-year-old Archie Herron 
puffed on his pipe and waited for 
the next prison movie, tranquil in 
the knowledge that the sentence 


never be carried out. 


Herron came 
to 
this 
country 


from Ireland in 1872 atid went to 
work at his trade, blacksmithing. 
On July 15, 1908, he killed the 
Rev. Samuel B. D. Prick ett, a re- 
tired Presbyterian 
minister who 


as recorder of Metuchen, N. J., 
had jailed Herron for disorderly 
conduct. 


Herron was tried, convicted and 


sentenced to die some time m the 
week of Spt. 7, 1908. A writ of 
error stayed execution of the sen- 
tence 
pending an 
appeal. The 


Court of Errors and Appeals up- 
held the conviction 
and 
Herron 


again was sentenced to die, in the 
week of Jan. 25, 1906. 


Two reprieves followed and a 


second stay, this time on the order 
of Justice James J. Bergen of Mid- 
dlesex county, to give time for 
inquiry into Herron's mental state. 
The stay was granted until "fur- 
ther orders." 


Alienists disagreed as to Her- 


ron's sanity, and in 1923, fourteen 
years after granting the stay of 
execution. 
Justice Bergen 
died 


without Issuing any "further or- 
ders." 


Until a year ago, Herron sulked 


hi his cell, refusing to see relatives 
who occasionally called 
at 
the 


prison. He exhibited no interest in 
the world outside _and found con- 


latibn only in his pipe. He never 
joke to the other 60-odd pris- 
oners in his wing. 


But a year ago he saw his first 


movies. They were a sensation to 
him. "Later he saw a radio and 
heard music coming from it. 


Since then Herron, prison offi- 


cials say, has appeared to be com- 
pletely at peace with himself and 
the world, content to pass the time 
between movies and radio concerts 
puffing idly on his pipe in his sel- 
dom-locked cell.

Except 
bread and butter, because on the 
average that will cut down your 
Intake 200 calories at any one 
meal. The "pari passu" 
(with 


even pace) diet is not intended to 
reduce you rapidly—in fact, its real 
object is not to reduce you at all 
but simply to keep you as you are. 
It is, therefore, .quite elastic, and 
ranges from 1,000 to 1,500 calories 
a day, so that if you take 200 cal- 
ories off any meal you are usually 
within safe limits. 


Then those moments when tea is 


being served, when a tray with 
some of those large, soft muffins 
with butter all over are served, 
you can take one without a twinge 
of conscience. Just cut out the 
bread and butter and dessert at 
your next meal. Or the bread and 
butter and salad dressing, which- 
ever you choose. 


Enemies of Reducer 


The three great enemies of the 


average reducing diet are (1) "the 
invitation out to a meal." (2) "the 


lunch downtown" and (3) "the 
planless housekeeper." 


The invitation out and the lunch 


downtown both threaten the funda- 
mental principle that it isn't what 
you eat or what you eat at any one 
meal that keeps you reduced, but 
how much you eat in the whole 
day. 
You can eat a properly bal- 


anced light reduction diet at break- 
fast and lunch and then go out to 
dinner, and if you don't watch out, 
you will pile up a total of calories 
that would fatten a living skeleton 
for that day. The "pari passu" 
method tries, to avoid this by giv- 
ing you enough to eat so that you 
are not hungry and, therefore, not 
tempted by a feast sprung on you,j 
And besides that, as I have said, it' 
is sufficiently elastic that if you 
omit bread, butter, salad dressing 
and dessert at any meal, your av- 
erage is good. 


The lunch downtown can be very 


easily arranged. When downtown 
usually go to the same place, and 
the cook at that place can arrange 
a proper luncheon for every day in 
the week. Even if not the menua 
are varied enough so that at any 
restaurant or lunch counter a se- 
lection can easily be made. 
The 


lunches at sotla water fountains, 
with the temptation to eat six or 
seven hundred calories in one ice 
cream soda, are no place for re- 
ducers. Let the thin ones crowd 
in there. 


As for the housekeeper, whoever 


that may be, in the reducer's 
household, she must arrange to set 
nothing but the proper (pari pas- 
su) diet, morning, noon and night.
